Anderson and his committee 
planned to question representa- 
tives from other colleges and de- 
termine how they combatted the 
problem of enforcing rules and 
regulations.

Dobson, Ed LeSaout, Tom Wil- 
son, Carol Bouchard and Frank 
Miller met with Anderson last 
Friday to discuss further propo- 
sitions. 

NARROWED 


Enforcement has been narrow- 
ed down to a lounge patrol,stated 
Anderson, although last Friday’s 
meeting revealed many evidences 
of discord betwen committee 
members. 


Regulations listed in the stu- 
dent handbook which could come 
under a lounge patrol’s authority 
include the following: 

No food or beverage in the 
lounge; no furniture moved; feet 
kept off furniture; no card play-

The 
rules are stupid. People here are 
old enough now that they 
shouldn’t have to live under a 
‘Big Brother is watching you’ 
type of situation.” 

Miller repliéd that the rules 
were written by the administra- 
tion with the advice of a student 
executive board. 

Dobson asked, “Do we have 
the moral responsibility to give 
someone so much power?” Mil- 
ler’s answer was that the students 
who issue citations will not have 
the power. ‘The SFRB will have 
that power.” | 

PATROL THEORY 


Distinction was made between 
a patrol and the “power to en- 
force.” “A _ patrol,’’ explained 
Miller, ‘‘insinuates watching... 
waiting for someone to break 
rules.” 

Lounge patrol, as defined by 
the committee, means that only 
certain Student Council mem- 
bers will issue citations on offic- 
ial forms which state that the 
violator must appear before 
SFRB within a period of time.

“It is still an offense but now 
there is a strict penalty for 
breaking these rules,’”’ stressed 
LeSaout. 

Debated by council since 
spring elections, the motion au- 
tomatically became effective up- 
on council’s unanimous vote. By- 
laws do not require a vote of the 
students for approval.

‘Boxoffice’ Attraction 


Students have had nearly a week 
now to assess the Artist-Drama selections 
for 1964-65 and their blase attitude would 
seem to indicate a complete re-evaluation 
for future seasons. 

Undeniably, the selection of Ray 
Middleton, Jessica Mitford and Dr. Wal- 
ter Starke came highly recommended, but 
their names do not deliver the mass camp- 
us and community audience needed to sus- 
tain the Artist-Drama series. 

This is especially true when one no- 
tices the marquee personalities signed for 
appearances at other Orange County col- 
leges. Billings include: Issac Stern, Arthur 
Toynbee, Chapman; Al Capp, Meredith 
Willson, Orange Coast; Jan Peerce, Car- 
los Montoya, Werner Von Braun, Fuller- 
ton. 

Finances, however, receive top bill- 
ing at SAC. The Artist-Drama budget is 
held down to approximately $2100, a low 
sum when compared with other colleges 
where the figure is nearly twice that 
amount. 

After careful review, El] Don suggests 
the following script change for consider- 
ation: Why not bankroll a large portion 
of the alloted budget for one prominent 
name instead of three lesser-known lec- 
turers?

SAC Won’t Charge 
Auto Parking Fee 


Associate Dean of Students 
William Corser told the master 
plan committee last Friday that 
recent legislation has been pass- 
ed for a charge of a $10 parking 
fee on junior college campuses. 


But Special Activities Com- 
missioner Frank Miller said at 
Student Council Tuesday that 
“building and classrooms are the 
trustees main concern at this 
time rather than a solution to the 
immediate parking problem.” 


Jack Corcoran, coordinator of 
information, disclosed late Tues- 
day that a parking fee would def- 
initely not be applied at Santa 
Ana College. “They would have 
to chain in the campus to en- 
force it,’”? he remarked. 


Corser also told the committee 


that the first building in the pro- 
posed college master plan has 
been approved. A multi-story sci- 
ence facility will cost in excess 
of $250,000. 


ASB President Dan Weaver 
dissolved the committee at the 
conclusion of its meeting Friday 
and appointed Miller to work 
with the administration and to 
keep students informed about the 
master plan. 


Trustees met with Orange dis- 
trict school officials last night 
following a “successful” meet- 
ing with Garden Grove trustees 
Feb. 13 on redistricting. A sec- 
ond session with the latter free 
district is slated March 12 for a 
detailed discussion of enrollment 
and financial figures. 


NOVEL IDEA POPULAR 


Saturday morning library at- 
tendance is increasing, according 
to Mrs. Arlene Moore, SAC li- 
brarian. 

“Last Saturday we had 32 stu- 
dents using the facilities, but 
the number has increased steadi- 
ly since we started.

If attendance warrants, 
the facility will remain open dur- 
ing vacations and school holi- 
days. : 


As many witnesses as neces- 
sary are allowed with no time 
limits set for the hearing. A stu- 
dent brought before the board 
will be assigned a defense coun- 
sel. He may choose his own or de- 
fend himself if he wishes. 


There are no set degrees of 
punishment the board must fol- 
low if it rules against the defen- 
dent. Each case and the circum- 
stances surrounding it are indi- 
vidually considered. 


Meetings are open to all stu- 
dents. After both sides of a case 
have been presented, the board 
retires to make a decision pri- 
vately. Rulings are publicized by 
petition and filed. 


Few records have been kept in 
the past on SFRB decisions. Mil- 
ler said, ‘“‘The board has not been 
run as effectively as it could and 
only a few students have bother- 
ed to take advantage of it.” 
Miller and board members intend 
to keep accurate files on every- 
thing concerning SFRB. 


As a solution for some of the 
apparent lack of interest in this 
board, a tentative plan for a po- 
lice force made up of students 


has been proposed in Student. 


Council (see page one). 


If enacted, the force would 
have the authority to compel stu- 
dents to appear before SFRB in- 
stead of simply asking them. Mil- 
ler feels the plan would give the 
judicial board that needed ‘shot 
in the arm’.
